Also of trem endous im por­ 
tance to the future grow th of 
Hamlin was the launching of 
the major building program s by 
the First Baptist Church and 
the First M ethodist 
Church 
The two program s combined 
toltal $420,000.00, which in its 
self will help the economic sit­ 
uation, but more im portant in 
the long run is tho value of 
these two new, m odern build­ 
ings to the town. 
When the 
average 
person 
has choice of towns to move to 
md the economic factors are 
nearly equal they will look to 
the town’s schools and church­ 
es as the determ ining factor 
in making their decision.

Dr. M. L. Smith, City H ealth 
officer, stated Tuesday 
that 
there had been no cases of 
diphtheria reported in Hamlin. 
He also urged that all persons 
m ake every effort to prevent 
an outbreak here by taking 
precautionary action now. P re­ 
school children are m ost sus­ 
ceptible to the disease follow­ 
ed by children up to IO years 
of age. 
The disease is transm itted by 
contact through coughing and 
sneezing. 
A b ooster shot should he giv­ 
en every two years. 
A 
new 
course of three shots is rec­ 
ommended if more than 
two 
years has elapsed since the last 
booster.

FORECAST OF THINGS TO COME?— 
Many Major Events Usher in Sixties for Texas

AUSTIN - 
Forecasters are 
fond 
of saying, 
“That which 
is going 
to happen has already 
begun.” 
If 
so, the first year of the 
new decade, I960, 
was strewn 
with weathervane* to point the 
course of Texas in 
the 
next 
nine years. 
Among m ajor events in the 
opening year of the sixties were 
these: 
I PARTY PRIM A RIES were 
held in M ay and June, 
two 
months earlier. 
New 
dates 
ended old traditions, like an­ 
nouncing w ith the 
dogwood, 
campaigning in the heat. 
For 
the first tim e in years, ehal- 
lenders toppled 
tw o 
incum­ 
bents from statew ide office, a 
fact that’s bound to encourage 
future activity 
from 
young 
men “wnting in the wings. 
2. DEMOCRATIC CONVEN­ 
TIONS though tem ptuous 
as 
always, were held in control 
by the joint leadership of Gov. 
B. Johnson. Johnson won near- 
Price Daniel and Sen. Lyndon 
unanim ous backnig for his pres- 
• idential hid at the June state 
convention, an 
event 
which 
marked the end of the left­ 
wing DOT. After the national 
convention in July, dissension 


arose in the other wang. M any 
conservative Democrats bucked 
at supporting Standard bearer 
John Kennedy and the liberal 
nation 
platform . 
Enough be­ 
came “Texan* for Nixon” to 
m ake Texas a “doubtful state.” 
Scars and divisions 
of 1960 
will inevitably be 
reopened 
when Texas Democrats get to­ 
gether a L ain in ‘62 and ‘64. 
3. i960 CENSUS reports con­ 
firmed predictions that Texas 
will be a m etropolitan site in 
the sixties. Overall, population 
grow th from 7.711,194 in 1950 
to 9,579,677. Sixty per cent of 
the increase was in the four 
largest cities. In addition, in 
every growth area, cities in­ 
creased their populations at 
the expense 
of 
surrounding 
rural counties. This did not al­ 
ter the state total, but chang 
cd the m ake-up of population 


mission, appointed by Gover­ 
nor Daniel in 
May, worked

In December it recommended

court and the Court of Civil 
Appeals. In m onths ahead, the 
case will go 
to the Texas Su­ 
preme Court and U. S. Su­ 
preme Court. If the tax is up­ 
held, 
future efforts to raise 
the rate are certain. If, as in 
the case of the gas gathering 
tax in 1953, it is held unconsti­ 
tutional by the U. S. Supreme 
Court, it unlikely that even the 
most ardent gas tax advocates 
will try again to raise revenue 
by this route. 
‘ 7. RACE FOR SPEAKER of 
the House, as tight and uncer­ 
tain as 
in 1959, brought re ­ 
newed suggestions that “there 
ought to be a 
better 
way.” 
W hether Rep. Wade Spilman 
of McAllen or Rep. Jam es T ur­ 
man of Gober wins in the sec­ 
ret ballot of House members 
on January IO, it will be sev­ 
eral weeks before either can 
get committees organized and 
ready for business.
